BEST IN YEARS 


Report of State Treasurer For 
January Substantiates Pin- 
chot Claim For Situation. 


Substantiation 
of Governor Pin- 
chot’s 
budget 
message 
statement 
that the state is in better condition 
financially than it has been in years 
is found in the report of balances in 
the state treasury at the end of 
January business. 
The balances are 
higher than they have been in a num­ 
ber of years. 
The balance in all funds is report­ 
ed as $16,976,654.04, but most of this 
is tied up in special funds. The gen­ 
eral fund, from which current ex­ 
penses are paid, however, has the 
unusually large balance of $7,267,- 
137.09. 
Much of the money now in the 
general fund will be needed for pay­ 
ments during this month of state-aid 
allotments to school districts, now due. 
The state during January took in 
over the counter $16,316,689.20, al­ 
most a record for receipts, and spent 
$11,693,364.97. 
In the motor fund to­ 
day is $4,144,212.97, and the gasoline 
fund contains $1,024,692.85.
